We found in Oregon no very decided 
changes to note, for the last year, though a 
healthy progress in society was evident. A 
good number of District School-houses have 
either been built anew or much improved, 
through the country. One new High School 
or Academy has been opened during the 
year, and seems to have gone into success- 
ful operation at Eugene, under control of 
Rey. Mr. Henderson, while those in pre- 
vious operation through the State have in- 
increased in patronage. The Pacific Col- 
lege, at Forest Grove, in all its departments, 
Preparatory, Collegiate, Male and Female, 
has enjoyed a year of great prosperity, and 
reeeived an addition to its endowment fund 
of about twenty-seven thousand dollars. 
Its able and efficient President, Rev. Dr. 
Marsh, is doing for it, and for the cause of 
education in the State, what no other map, 
it would seem, could do, rendering this 
school one of the most permanent and vig- 
orous on the coast. Two new Professors 
for this college have been engaged, while 


, One of the previous instructors has resigned, 


and another, Rev. Mr. Lyman, one of its 
first Professors, most worthily popular with 
all, has felt constrained to withdraw for a 
year, for relief from constant application.

Lonpon, July, 1867. 
THE GREAT CITY. 

One reaches the stiburbs of a noted city 
for the first time, with indescribable emo- 
tions. Is this really London—the greatest 
city in the world? Is tbe gizantic city | 
about which I have heard and read 80. much, | 
a reality ora fiction?

_OUR CHICAGO LETTER.

“ The gentlemen of the Chonan Board.

following refreshing morsel, among the laws ; 
of the last. session of our Legislature, en- 
tirely applicable to their case : 

Sec. 17. All‘contracts for the sale of 
grain for future delivery, except in, cases 


the contract, and in active possession there- 
of, are hereby declared void and gambling 
‘contracts, and all money paid in settlement 
of differences on any such contract, may be 
recovered back in the same manner as oth- 
er money lost in gambling. 


Sec, 18. All parties to any such gam- 
bling contract. shall be deemed. guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof_ 
shall be fined one thousand dollars, and im- 
prisoned not exceeding one year in the 
County Jail, and one-half of said fine shall | 
0 to the informer, who is hereby declared 
to be a competent witness on the trial of 
parties indicted under this Act. _ 

Although this law has been i in force six 
months, it seems to have made no percepti- 
ble difference in the mode of business in 
‘ black alley,’ and it is understood that a cer- 
tain operator of long standing therein, has 
‘got his shorter neighbors into a ‘ corner’ 
‘upon corn. Of course! there ¢an be no 
such thing asa‘ corner’ without ‘ contracts 
for the sale of grain for Suture delivery, 
‘where the seller ts not the owner and tn the 
‘actual possession’ of the grain. 

The payment or acceptance of differences 
is a confession of the crime, which subjects 
the offender to such heavy penalties. This

“Italy bas been at war with Austria 
again. You are hardly too young-to have 
forgotten of not to have heard about the 
last great war between these two European 
powers. France and Italy were allies in 
1859 against. Austria, and defeated her in 
the two great battles of Magenta and.

“ What was it that prevented the Austri- 
ans from goibg on with the fight at that 
time? | It was not fear, it was not a lack of 
men, it was not because they were so beat- 
en that they could hold out no longer. No, 
they were not overpowered, nor in a des- 


Far from it; they had 
reached the neighborhood of their four fa- 
mous fortifications—the Quadrilateral—and 
the strongest military works in all the world 
are formed by these.‘ Why did they make

It 
was a Jewish baby. 
baby died of hunger ! 

“7 will tell you how the little Hebrew ~ 
corpse eame to rise up, as it were, and call 
down the vengeance of the God of battles 
on the Austrians. 

“ You know, I suppose, that in certain 
countries of Europes both Catholic and 
‘Protestant, the ignorant people have a ha- — 
tred of the Jews, which the papal priests 
encourage. In past centuries the poor Jews 
have been persecuted with the utmost cru- 
elty, and the people who tortured them and 
put them to death imagined. all the while 
that they were doing God’s service. They 
thought that in making the lives of the Jews 
insupportable they wore avenging the death 
of Him who said, ‘Love your enemies,’ 
and who prayed for His murderers as they 
put Him to death! 

“ Well, in 1859 a Hebrew mother in Vi- 
enna gave birth toa daughter. It was a 
delicate little babe. The mother’s health 
was so infirm that she could not nurse the 
infant, and its parents soon saw that unless 
they hired sotie other mother to take her 
place, their darling would die of starvation. 

“ It happened that at that time there was 
| no Jewish nurse in Vienna. But at last 
they found a Catholic mother who agreed 
to take care of the child, after a great deal 
of trouble, and the offer of a large sum of 
money. The feeling against nursing a Jew- 
ish baby was nearly the same that a South 

ern white lady would bave against nursing 
a ng ro child. - 
ut the joy of the parents was short 
The Catholic mother told them oné 
day that the priest had forbidden her: 
feed the Jewish child! She did not, dare, 
poor woman, to nurse it again. The fran- 
tic father tried to get another nurse, but no 
Catholic dared to defy the order of their 
priest. The father then appealed to Aim; 
but he might as well bave ed to a stone, 
He then sought out the priest's ecclesiasti- 
cal, superiors, and besought them to save 
the life of the child by repealing the order. 
They refused to allow any of their 
to go near it, unless the tather would ¢on- 
sent to give it up to be baptized and edu- 
cated as a Catholic. He conld not do tbat, 
of course, and thé wretched parents saw 
their child growing feeble every day beford’ 
their eyes. It was too delicate to be brought 
up by ‘ hand,’ as we call it, when children 
are fed with common milk from a bottle. 

“The Jews of Vienna were indignant. 
They did all they could to get the order re- 
voked, and telégraphed to Rome to induce 
the church authorities to dosp.. In vain,.

Ohio Farmer. 
Fattening Fowls, 


All summer the farmer and his fant- 
‘ly have fussed with the poultry ; the young 
chickens and turkeys need.care in the long 
rain storms, and protection against noctur- 
nal depredators. Just-as they are fully 

“grown and-out of danger, the shrewd huck- 
ster makes his appearance, buys, fattens, 
and prepares them for market, and pockets. 
the profits for his..smartness. Obviously 
the farmer had better fatten his fowls and 
send them to market himeelf. He can do 

it with less trouble, perhaps, than he imag- 
ines. Feed liberally at all times, so as to 
keep them growing thriftly, but about twenty 
days béfore being slaughtered, feed them in ) 
this way : make a coop for one dozen fowls ; 
more should not be put together. The 
coop should be three feet long, two wide, 
and two and a half high, Make the sides 
atid ends of bars about three inches apart, 
the bottom of round poles two inches apart, 
the top, of a board. Place this ina com-' 
fortable room, elevated two feet from the 
floor, in the barn or poultry house, where. 
the cold winds will. be kept away, and 
where the light will be dim.
